HE  Dutch  Treat  Club 
was  founded  in  1897 
when  a  member  of  the 
Union  placed  a  poached 
egg  on  the  head  of  a 
member  of  The  Brook 
who  in  turn  deposited  a 
Spanish  omelette  on  the 
left  shoulder  of  a  man 
who  had  just  been  black- 
balled by  the  Yale  Club 
for  having  inadvertently  gone  to 
Harvard.  He  in  turn  slapped  a 
Welsh  rarebit  on  the  beribboned 
lapel  of  the  late  H.  C.  Bunner, 
whose  nickname,  Charles  Dana 
Gibson,  was  later  changed  to 
Zim  by  court  order.  It  was  at 
this  moment,  precisely,  that  the 
late  Pierpont  Morgan,  nettled 
because  a  railroad  friend  of  his 
had  been  pronounced  persona 
non  grata  by  the  Manhattan 
Telephone  Directory,  founded 
the  Metropolitan  Club.  "Get 
me  Joseph  P.  Day,"  he  said  to 
one  secretary,  and  to  another: 
"Get  me  Stanford  White,"  and 
in  a  trice  there  it  was,  terrapin, 
marble  staircases,  and  all. 

All  this  took  place  in  the  patio 
of  the  old  Drones  Club,  where 


the  damage  to  furniture  and 
men's  nerves  was  so  intense  that 
it  was  resolved,  by  an  ad  hoc 
committee  consisting  of  Frank 
Crowninshield,  George  Barry 
Mallon,  Samuel  Hopkins  Adams, 
James  Montgomery  Flagg,  Clar- 
ence Budington  Kelland,  and  the 
public-spirited  John  O'Hara  Cos- 
grave,  to  start  a  club  with  no 
clubhouse,  no  furniture,  no 
nerves,  no  swimming  pool,  no 
Turkish  bath,  no  Turkish  De- 
lights, and,  indeed,  no  delights 
of  any  sort  other  than  the  con- 
versation of  its  members,  which 
our  lawyer  has  advised  us  not  to 
reproduce. 

We  owe  these  facts  to  a  talk 
with  the  Club's  oldest  member, 
a  man  so  venerable,  so  self- 
abnegating,  and  so  fuzzy  that  he 
couldn't  remember  what  in 
Tophet  his  name  was.  "My 
mother  used  to  call  me  Junior," 
he  said,  "but  I  don't  recall  my 
father's  name,  so  this  is  really 
no  clue.  We  used  to  meet  in 
various  diners  and  chophouses, 
telling  dialect  stories  and  acting 
out  charades  fraught  with  double, 
even  triple ,  entendres.

its  complement  of  imported 
champagne. 

He  paused,  overcome  by  lac- 
rimae  rerumy  and  we  asked  him 
to  bring  us  up  to  date.  "Well, 
we  moved  to  a  midtown  hotel," 
he  said,  blowing  his  nose.  "The 


dues  rose,  and  we  rose,  under  the 
rose,  whenever  Herbert  Hoover 
came  into  the  room.  Charlie 
Towne  gave  his  imitation  of 
Minnie  Maddern  Fiske,  Pliny 
Fisk  gave  his  imitation  of  J.  P. 
Morgan,  Bob  Benchley  issued  a 
Treasurer's  Report  that  was 
heard  round  the  world,  wars  ran 
their  course,  postage  stamps 
added  perforations  to  their 
charms,  skits  abounded,  the 
telephone  was  invented.  Would 
you  like  to  hear  the  details?" 

We  nodded.  "Oh,  the  hell 
with  it,"  said  our  interlocutor. 
"Why  don't  you  newspapermen 
dig  up  your  own  material?" 


THE  LUNCHEON  PROGRAMS 


NDER  the  Bill  of  Rights  any  Dutch  Treater 
is  entitled  to  an  indecent  education.  Class- 
room work  is  conducted,  roughly — and  oh, 
God,  how  roughly — by  sexy  prexy  Vir  Den 
from  1:15  to  2:00  P.M.,  or  thereabouts,  every 
Tuesday  except  holidays.  This  accounts  for 
the  popularity  of  holidays.  Among  those 
who  provide  the  classroom  lecturers  and  animal  acts  are  Neil 
MacNeil,  the,  human  embodiment  of  the  Atlantic  Pact,  the 
Yalta  and  Potsdam  Conferences  and  the  Stamp  Act;  Howard 
Taubman,  theAonly  Times  music  critic  who  can  write  plain 
English,  and  J^hn  Chapman,  official  lowbrow  for  the  Daily 
News. 

The  introductions  of  the  various  speakers  and  entertainers 
were  on  a  par.  live  times,  Vir  Den  gave  a  female  entertainer 
a  medal  and  said^that  if  she  came  back  again  she  would  get 
another  and  could  use  the  pair  for  falsies.

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HEN  Ray  Vir  Den  was  a  boy  Fourteenth  Street 
ran  north  and  south,  and  James  Garrett  Wallace 
stood  where  Twenty-third  Street  stands  now.  In 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  game  had  not  yet  been 
invented,  Ray  and  Samuel  J.  Tilden  used  to  play 
marbles  on  the  lot  where  the  old  Grand  Opera 
House  still  stood.  This  was  before  John  Kieran 
shot  Jim  Fiske  in  an  argument  over  a  ruby-thrested 
oriole.

It  seems  a  far  cry  from  $26  to  the  price  of  a  Dutch  Treat  Club 
dinner  ticket  today. 

John  T.  McGovern  was  in  love  with  Adah  Isaacs  Menken  at  this 
time — but  then  who  wasn't,  including  Marc  Connelly,  Sumner 
Blossom,  Fulton  Oursler,  Stewart  Beach,  Ai  Dome,  Eddie  Johnson, 
Howard  Taubman,  Lester  Cuddihy,  John  Golden,  Rea  Irvin, 


Joseph  "Cummings"  Chase,  Paul  Bransom,  George  Bye,  Gene 
Buck,  Bennett  Cerf,  Paul  Parks  and  sometimes  W. 

As  Reg  Townsend  said  in  his  Second  Inaugural,  "the  course  of 
true  love",  so  it  need  not  surprise  us  that  for  her  part  Miss  Menken 
was  in  love  with  Townsend,  Jim  Flagg,  Sport  Ward,  Charlie  Kin- 
solving,  Beverly  Smith,  Russel  Crouse,  John  Falter,  Edmund 
Duffy,  Herb  Roth,  Walter  Davenport,  Herb  Asbury  and  John 
Holmgren — all  of  these,  it  will  be  noted,  being  prepositions  that  take 
the  dative. 

To  solve  her  dilemma,  or,  as  Mr.  Yir  Den  more  happily  put  it, 
to  get  her  ass  out  of  a  sling,  Miss  Menken  founded  the  Dutch  Treat 
Club.  The  first  meetings  were  held  at  Twelfth  Avenue  and  58th 
Street  in  what  was  later  to  become  famous  the  world  over  as  a  used 
car  lot.  When  Governor  Lovelace  joined  the  club  the  meetings  were 
held  at  the  Martinique  and  later  on  at  the  Ambassador  and  an  esti- 
mated 74  per  cent  of  the  other  hotels  in  New  York.  Ah,  those 
luncheons  at  the  Martinique  and  the  Ambassador  and  7.4  per  cent 
of  the  other  hotels  in  New  York!  I  can  still  taste  them.  Ah,  those 
speakers  on  Our  Foreign  Policy!  I  can  still  hear  them.  I  was  present 
in  fact  at  the  famous  lunch  when  President  Garfield  shot  George 
Sokolsky.  I  remember  the  occasion  quite  well  because  we  had  vanilla 
ice  cream  for  dessert  that  day,  and  some  fellows  named  Thomas 
Hardie  Chalmers  stole  mine.  Ah,  those  Chalmers!  You  don't  get 
Chalmers  like  them  today.  Can't  get  the  stuff. 

One  Tuesday  during  President  Clarence  B.  Kelland's  incumbency 
Ray  Vir  Den  and  Homer  Croy  played  hookey  from  the  lunch  be- 
cause they  heard  there  were  going  to  be  lantern  slides  and  a  talk  on 
Parthenogenesis  Among  the  Republicans  of  Queens.  They  went  to 
the  old  Haymarket  on  Sixth  Avenue,  which  was  then  between  Fifth 
and  Seventh.  They  had  two  beers  apiece  and  necked  around  (or,  as 
Ray  termed  it — but  that  is  another  story,  as  Kinsey  says)  with 
Adah  I.  Menken,  Lola  Montez  and  some  broads  from  the  Black 
Crook,  and  thought  they  were  quite  men  about  town.  Homer  dared 
Vir  Den  to  run  over  to  Madison  Square  and  shoot  Stanford  White, 
never  dreaming  the  young  hothead  would  shoot  George  Sokolsky 
instead.  Homer  didn't  know  Ray  was  loaded.  The  two  pranksters 
got  Hail  Columbia  for  that  escapade.  It  was  shortly  after  this  that 
the  Dutch  Treat  Club  started  holding  its  Tuesday  luncheons  at 
midnight  in  Polly  Adler's.  Eheu,  as  John  Kieran  was  saying  to  a
